of Japa 


Between the Japanese islands of Nipon 
on the north, and Sikok and Rinisin on the 
south, is a tract of water of considerable 
extent known as the Inland sea of Japan. 
It consists of a wucceasion of gulfs or bays 
ot more or less’ area, the connections ot 
which are so studded with islands as to 
make the passage from one to the other 
narrow and tortuous, So entirely land 
locked do these seem when you are sailing 
upon them, that if they were called lakes 
it would seem & much more appropriate 
name. Hero, they are all known and spo- 
ken of ns the “Inland Sea,” though the 
water is always smooth, and the straits 
connecting with the ocean are narrow.— 
The Japanese term for a tract of water of 
this kind is Nada, and the distinguishing 
name js borrowed from the name of the 
principality or province bordering the 
water ; thus they have the names of Suwo 
Nada, Bengo Nada, Harima Nada, &e. 

Leaving Nagasaki you steam along a 
coast, strikingly rough and rugged, and yet 
pleasing to the eye, and which, even now, 
in mid-winter, is dressed in beautiful robea 
of mingled green and brown. 

Reaching Hirado island, the course is 
changed to the eastward, and you steam 
across a large bay, and towards the point 
where the westernmost extremity of Nipon 
and the northernmost end of Kinsin closely 
approach each other, separated only by the 
narrow and crooked straits of Simonosaki. 
We neared this point in the early morning. 
The breaking day dimly portrayed the 
archipelago of bold bluff islands, through 
which we passed before entering the straits, 
The sun rose Lehind the bills just as we 
entered the tortuous passage, and the lines

Accounts reach us that are truly appall- 
ing, This same report comes from Fin- 
land, Livonia, Esthonia, and Courland, 
from the shores of the Gulf of Bothnia, and 
Lake Pepius, trom the lowlands of Poland, 
and from the densely-peopled towns along 
the Baltic coast, There 1s no seed-corn to 
be had for the crop of this year; brend, 
having long been obtainable at famine 
prices, bas now become unattainable at any 
price; pestilence has made its appearance, 
and is adding its horrors to the overflowing 
cup of misery pressed to the lips of ‘the 
stricken people of those unhappy lands, 
Here is a picture of the scene, as described 
by a writer at St, Petersburg: ‘Fields 
lying under waste; villages depopulated ; 
private houses turned into Hoapltata? fevor 
parched skeletons tottering from the doors 
of overcrowded places of refuge; children 
wandering over the conutry in gaunt and 
squalid nakedness; crowds ot men, driven 
to desperation by long misery, and ripe 
for any outrage, roaming the streets night 
and day.” A letter from one of the cen- 
tral districts of Eathonia says: “All heart 
for work is gone out of the peasants. Their 
once fresh and hopeful taces show only the 
blackness of despair, Children are desert- 
ing their parents, parents their children; 
some wander about the country, beggingand 
plundering ; others flock into the towns to 
swell the aggregate of want and misery 
already gathered there, and périsli in scores 
by famine and disease. Crowds haye to 
be turned away for want of means to sup- 
ply their need, and their imploring feces 
haunt me night and day,” 


Supreme Court, 


The following is » synopsis of the Act to 
establish a Supreme Court for the Domin- 
ion :—A Court of Common Law and Equity 
and Admiralty Jurisdictioa and Court of 
Record. The Court will be presided over 
by a Chief Justice and six puisne Judges, 
four of whom wil) form a'quoram. The 
Chief Justice must be a barrister or advo- 
cate of fifteen years’ standing in any Pro~ 
vince of Canada, or Judge of a Superior 
Court. The six pobee Judges must be 
either Judge of a Superior Court, or barris- 
ter or advocate of ten years’ standing. The 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court sball 
have rank and precedence over all other 
Judges in the Dominion. The Judges of 
this Court may be removed from office upon

see the people in the fields and at their 
boats, we entered the Iyo-Nada and passed 
into that magnificent archipelago of islands 
of which the remainder of the Inland Sea 
consists. Some of them are large enough 
to contain a number of yillages or towns, 
while others simply left their green tops 
bove the bosom of the sea. After cross— 
ing one side of the Missima Nada, you 


the sea is so thickly studded with islands 
as to make the passage very parrow, and 
at night, as with us, quite impracticable to 
those of small experience here. These 
islands possess every peculiarity and varie- 
ty of formation, though generally bold and 
imposing, with which the quietness and 
serenity of these neat toy like villages that 
dot the valley and shore, beautifully con- 
trast. 

Comparisons are frequently made of this 
and the Thousand Islands in the St. Law- 
rence. This region is infinitely more exten- 
sive, and lias wore grandeur, more of tower 
ing hill and snow-capped mountains; but 
it has not that softer undulation of shore 
and islands, than kind of dreamy smooth- 
hess where you expect to find the home ot 
the Willo'the-Wisp and the caves of 
Undine, which it always seemed to me was 
characteristic of the Thousand Islands,

A project for the establishment of mill- 
tary industrial settlements in New Zealand 
is, the Pall Mall Gazette understands, now 
under the consideration of the Government, 
which, our contemporary says seems pecu- 
liarly adapted to the present exigencies 
both of the mother country and tho colony.

A despatch from Halitax of the 26th, 
states that Dr. Murray, of Pictou, laid on 
the table several resolutions which embody 
the creed of the anaexatiovists. They 
admit the right of the Imperial Govern 
ment to withdraw their protection. They 
most firmly deny their right to force a free 
people into connection without thelr con 
sent, and— 


* Whereas, the Constitution of this loyal 
Province has been forcibly changed without 
the consent of the people and in opposition to 
their wishes : 

“ And whereas, tho petitions of the people 
have been treated with contempt by the Gov 
ernment and Legislature of Great Britain

Resolved,—That the Governor in Council be 


authorized and empowered to arrange any de 


tails that may be necessary to carry out the 


terms and conditions of the above agreomont 


Confederation Seals and 
Medals. 


The London Daily News of the 8th inat., 
gives the following account of the seals for 
the Dominion{andProyinces and the medal to 
commemorate the Confederation of the Pro 
vince, Messrs, J.G, and A. B, Ryon have now 
on yiow at 287 Regent Street,says an Koglish 
paper, impressions tram the seals of the 
four Provinces of Canada, and the Great 
Seal of the Dominion, just completed, with 
the gold medal that has been struck in 
commemoration of the union of the Pro 
vinces, ‘They are all designed nud oxecu 
tedin a very high style of art. Of the 
seals, that for the Dominion iy, of course, 
the largest. It represents the Queen, svat 
ed under a Gothic canopy, aud holding 
the ball and sceptre, while the wings of 
tha cauopy contaio the shields of the Pro 
vince —two on aither sido—baoging on the 
stem of an oak. These Gothic canoples 
ocoupy nearly the whole of the middle 
space of the sual; the ground between them 
and the border is covered with a rich din 
per, and a sblold bearing the Royal Arms 
of Kogland filla the space beneath the cen 
tre canopy. Tho border of the senl boars 
the inscription, * Victoria, Dei Gratia, Brit 
nooine, Regina, F, D. To Canada Sigillum.” 
Thia work would add to the reputation of 
any other seal engraver, though it can 
hardly do so to that of the Messrs, Wyon, 
whose productions have long cnjoyed a 
high and deserved celebrity, The seal is 
well fillod, as it should be in a Gothic

The Farm. 


FARMING, 


“ etter stay on the farm a while longer 
‘Though profit comes tn rather slow, 
Remember-you'vo nothing to risk, boys, 
Don't be In a burry'to ga!” 

Farming is glorious employment, and 
has tlwaysa seemed to me a most exalted 
one, from the fact that God placed the first 
man whom be made in his own image, in a 
beaatiful garden to dress it and to keep 
it.” Dear indeed to our first parents must 
huve been their first home, and sad for them 
and their toiling children that ain drove 
them from it, 

Though we who ate represented of the 
soil find it cursed with thorns and thistles, 
and in the sweat of our face eat our bread, 
yet there isa satisfying pleasure with all, 
making our attachment stronger for the 
dear old farm every day. The old farm! 
Not a spot of it but is sacred and loved ; not 
a field of it but we've watched with tender, 
loving interest. Our first home, too ; every 
tree, shrub and flower we've planted with 
our hand, watcbed and tended, and ma- 
tured them, too, like very pets. 

The beautiful orchard, set only a little 
time, how fino it looks this spring ; and 
what delicious pears and apples those 
thriftly young trees bore lust year. Leave 
the farm? No, indeed! Stay on it, live 
on it, and enjoy the good that comes from 
patient, persistent effort, 

I get wlmost indignant, though some~ 
times when IT hear city-bred people talk, 
and—more than tliat,—when the would-be 
aristocrats of our small towns raise their 
lofty heads and sutfer their tongues to rid- 
icule country people, halt of them, too, 
country people themselves, retired from the 


“horrible farm.” Should all who might, 
leaye their farms—should all who had 
yrent inducements offered them to go into 
the city, go, farm products would very 
soon get beyond reach of some of those 
lofty people, who think farming 18 80 dis- 
graceful, Their wheat might prove corn, 
und thar butter minus. Ye who think 
farming so ignoble, remember Adam wasn’t 
placed at a stall to sell poanuts nod candy, 
norin #long, nurrow prison to sell dry 
goods, 

Even though by sin a curse fell upon the 
earth, it is bountcous and beautifull still ; 
and the farmer who loves ‘bis employ can 
make his farm very garden even, “ by 
the sweat of his brow.” He can have an 
allegiance to God and not be driven from 
his cherished und chosen heritage. Since 
it is growing so popular to “sell out” and 
retire to the city, many are affected with 
tbis “ hegira,” and thus the farms often 
pass into experienced hands, (for the rush 
has been made by elderly men, those who 
knew how to do farming well,) and younger 
men haye succeeded, these, who, after a 
little time, grew discouraged, or caught the 
prevailing mania and followed to the city, 
‘The rare facilities for culture and refine- 
ment in the city may attract many ; ease 
aod fashion may attract others; while 
more are from thair foolish pride led there. 
When they hear the country and ite repre- 
sentatives ‘made fuo of;’ when told that 
these uncouth people can't appreciate any- 
thing elegant, aud care nothing for rare 
architectare and freecoed ceilings; they 
resolve they will not be classed among the 
illiterate herd, so off to the city they go. 

O, young men, don't suffer your pride to 
drive you from the tarm, Show yourselves 
men, indeed, who can and will make your 
business honorable and exulted, To ne- 
glect your farm would degrade it and you; 
to farm thoroughly and well must surely 
give you an independent spirit, wand cause

The 
water should be supplied between two

An account of the wreck of the barks 
Margaret, of Aberdeen, and Zetus, of Leath, 
whirh were wrecked on Cariboo rocks, on 
Sunday morning, May 16,by James Donald, 
chief mate of the Margaret, and only sur 
vivor of both crews, 

“On Saturday night we were running 
with a strong wind from B.N.E., under the 
topsails and foresail, at the rate of seven 
miles wn hour, We had a strong sea at the 
time, but did not feel it much, a8 we were 
rooning before it, At lam,on Sunday 
the bark Zetue came within hailing dis- 
tance, ander the same sail and steering the 
sume course, ‘She gradually went ahead 
of us, as she sailed faster; but, when she 
got about three or four times her own 
length ahead, she was on the rocks—it 
being, at the time, very thick and raining. 
The consequence was that next minute we 
were on the rocks also, with the sea mak- 
ing uclean breach over us, As we were the 
lust to break up, I witnessed the last of 
the Zetus, She was scarcely half an hour 
on the rocks when her main and mizen 
masts went by the board, and her fore- 
mast and bowsprit went soon after—the 
sea by this time bréaking mountains high. 
She went to pieces immediately after, when 
all on board must have perished, About 
ten minutes after our main and mizen 
masts went by the board, But betore they 
Went, when we tried to get the jolly boat 
out, a sea broke on board, which knocked 
the stern and after part of the cabin in, 
and smashed the boat to pieces, 

‘We next tried to launch the long boat, 
the sea like a mountsin breaking on board 
with great violence, when one heayy sea 
broke on board, smashed the boat to pieces 
and washed us all down tothe muin deck, 
When we all got forward the second mate's 
leg and ribs ob the right side were broke, 
and six or seven more of the crew had 
their limbs broken and were otherwise eu- 
tirely disabled.

souls to the mercy of God, the bowsprit 
went and all hands with it, After I got to 
the surface, one of the men caught me by 
the legs And hauled me under, by whicl 
means he raised himself, and let me go,— 
When I got up I caught a piece of bulwark 
plank about three feet four inches long ; 
but a short time after I got hold of a piece 
of deck beam, which floated me, and en- 
abled me to look round, when to my sor— 
row, I saw all the people lying over their 
little pieces of wood, with their head in 
the water, apparently resigned to their 
fate. Those who had not their limbs bro- 
ken, were fairly benumbed with cold,being 
mostly in their under clothing. There was 
no struggling for life except the captain 
any myself. He had a piece of deck beam 
the same as I had, but he did not cling to 
it long. When I had achance to look tor 
him, aboutten minutes atter, I could not 
see him. T was washed several times from 
my piece, but always got hold of it again. 
I received some very severe strokes about 
the shoulders, At last a piece of wood 
struck me on the head, which laid the 
forepart open, and the blood flowed 
profusely, but I still had my senses, At 
last I got on to the rocks, wheu through 
some accident my piece of wond turned 
round and put me up before it, and fell 
very heavy three or four times on my breast, 
and fairly disabled me, but I managed to 
crawl cleur of it, and tried to yet on my 
feet, but had not strength to stand, and 
fell again, the blood running down my face. 
I tried.to crawl on my hands and knees,but 
my senses were leaving me, when two men 
came running down (named Mr, MaGloire 
Boucher, and Mr. Josedh Levesque), and 
carried me in their arms to their cabin, 
where they treated me very kindy, and put 
me to bed, where I slept for th¥ee hours, 
and waked greatly refreshed. I enquired 
if any more people had come on shore, but 
they told meno, T asked if theré were any 
from the other sbip, but they said no, They 
said there was none came ashore but me,— 
Iputon some clothes (againge the peo 
ples will,) and went down amvng therocks 
to see if 1 could see any of my shipmutes ; 
but there was not a sign of any of them,— 
The wreck was laying «ry among the rocks, 
in pieces. Thus, in aboot two and a half 
hours from the time that both sbips struck, 
about 31 men perished, aod the ships were 
dry among the rocks in pieces, At half- 
past one we strack, and ahout o quarter 
past four T was carried into the kind Cana:

One funily withio m knowledge con 
sists of two men and four women, the 
men’s first wives being sisters, and their 
second wives each a sister of the other 
man, all living in one housé. Or to state 
it mathematically, A and B firat murry sis 
ters, then B marries A’s sister and A, B's, 
Here is no marringé of blood relation, and 
yet it looks like a terrible mixture some- 
where, The question arises fur lawyers ; 
suppose each of the women to have child 
ren, what akin are they respectively { And 
which of them could lawfully marry uc- 
cording to Leviticus and Chancellor Kent? 
If polygamy continues, these mixtures are 
nothing to what must take place in the 
next generation, for without a chemical 
analysis no heraldy Harvey” could ever 
succeed in tinding the consanguiness cir- 
culation, to say nothing of the’ collateral, 
“As it now is, it seems like half the 
children in the city are related in some 
way or another to the Kimballs, the Pratts 
or the Youngs, and many of them to all 
three.” Among my acquaintances is a 
middle-aged lady, living just over the 
Jordan river, who was the widow of an 
apostate who died in California, but is now 
the third wife of a Mormon. The brother 
of her first husband, now living here, is 
also an apostate, and a personal friend of 
mine, Tho lady has «handsome daughter, 
now seventeen years old, the offspring of 
her first husband, and niece of my friend. 

This city shows its bad effect already on 
the offapring. The site is four thousand 
feet above the level of the sea, in a dry 
and bracing climate, equally free from ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, and consequently 
it should be one of the heulthiest cities in 
the world, Exactly the reverse of the fact. 
The death rate of all ages is a little more 
than twice that of the State of Oregon, 
and greater than that of New York or New 
Orleans. When we come to children, the 
display is still more frightful. By actual 
statistics it is shown that the mortality 
among the children is greater iu Sult Lake 
City than any other in America, except in 
New Orleans,and the death rate of Utah 
is only exceeded by that of Louisiana. 
Two thirds of the polygamists do not, 
and capnot, attend properly to their child- 
ren. Heber 0, Kimball had sixty-three 
sons, of whom only forty-eight ure now 
living. ‘The Bishop of our ward, the four~ 
teenth, has thirty children living, and 
nearly twenty dead, Joseph Smith had 
halt a dozen spiritual wives; but two sons 
survived him—both of his legal wife. 
There are flve men in this city who haye 
together, seventy wives; they have, all 
told, less than a hundred and fifty child- 
ren. 

A Mormon graveyard is the most melan- 
choly sight on earth. One bishop here has 
seventeen children buried in one row, and 
the longest grave is not over four feet! If 
these men have but the common feelings 
of humanity, how fearfully are they punish- 
ed for the crime of polygamy. Brigham’s 
children are generally healthy, except that 
the girls mostly have weak eyes, and two 
of them are nearly blind; but they are 
well fed, housed and clothed, But such is 
the exception, and I could mention a dozen 
men whose houses are full of women, but 
their children are in the grave.

The Ottawa Lumber Trade. 


The following extracts taken from the 
Ottawa Z'imes, will give some idea of the 
vastness of lumber trade in that distriot ; 
“Tt is not uncommon for 180 rafts of 
équare timber to be taken in ono senson 
from the Upper Ottawa forests ; each raft, 
on nn average, is made up of 80 cribs or 
subdivisions, and each crib has, suy 20 
sticks of timber 40 feet long, 15in, x 15 
in, ; the number of cribs then, in a senson’s 
cutting, would be 14,400, and of single 
pieces or sticks 288,000 ; the contents of a 
raft would be 100,000 cubic feet, und of 
the whole (18,000,000) 18 millions of cubic 
feet, which, if sold at 15c, per foot, would 
yield $2,700,000, The urea of a crib, ex- 
clusive of loading sticks, may be consid 
ered 244.x 40 feet—980 square feet, and of 
araft 1 ac: Sr; 8 pls, so that if the 
whole 180 rafts were brought together they 
would occupy 824 acres of the surface of 
the Ottawa, The pieces of square timber 
it placed in a continuous line, end to end. 
would forma boom 2,181 (statute) miles, 
and 1,440 yards in length, or little more 
than the distance between the atatious at 
the extremities of the Atlantic cable, 

“Tt is estimated by those who are in 4 
position to be well informed that a million 
of saw logs have been cut above the Chau 
diere Falls, and are now being floated to or 
Sawn by the extensive and well appointed 
mills in the vicinity for the season's business. 
A million of saw logs—aAay on an average 
of stundard dimeasions 12 feet long and 21 
inches in diameter closely packed, would, 
if placed in a reach of the river such as 
thut opposite she city where they could lie 
one tier deep, occupy an area of 482 acres ; 
uod supposing the Ottawa ut this place to 
be au half a milein width, they would 
extend up and down stream upwards of a 
mile and» half; their contents would be 
28,868,450 cubic fect, and the weight to 
be oyerco;ne in drawing, them from the 
river would be 515,428 tons (2,240 lbs, to 
the ton.) Place these logs end to end, or 
in the shape of a boom, and they would 
extend 2,272 miles and 1,280 yards, 

“Tt is generally allowed that five stand- 
ard logs are required for the production of 
1,000 feet B, M. of Lumber, so that frou » 
million of logs 200 millions of feet B. M., 
will be obtuined, which, at $10 per B. M., 
will yield $2,000,000 us the value of the 
munufuctured article ; this, of course, does 
not include lumber of small dimensions 
cut from slebs, edgings, ood other seraps 
that can be turned out in large quantities, 
and readily disposed of. A fuirsized barge 
will carry 10,000 feet B, M,, 200 milhons, 
therefore, in being transported to market, 
would furnish 2,000 cargoes for such aerate 
On ab average oboe steamboat tows 10 of 
those barges laden, then on the supposition 
that the whole of the lumber is to be handled 
at oue shipment; that the barges and 
steamers measure each 100.feet over nll, 
nod that po allowance iy to be made for 
tow lines, there would be ao flewe of 2,200 
river crafty (barges aod steamers.) forming 
a continuous tow of 41$ miles in length, or 
more than two-thirds of the distance be 
the capita! and Greenville, and carping 
$9 00 per M. for the service, or $600,000 in 
the aggregute 

‘A million of saw logs would furnish 
lumber enough, exclusive of foundation 
timbers nud waste, for the construction of 
a plunk cond 16 feet wide 8 inches thiol 
and 780 milo in length, or in other worda, 
n road fully equal to the length, of the 
Ottawa River itaelf. 

© Au the foregoing remarks upply to the 
product of the forest taken annually from 
above this city only, the vast quantitics of 
Jumber manufactured on the Lower Ottawa 
and tributaries, such me the Gatineau, 
Blanche, River aux Lieyre, Nation, and 
Rouge, must not be lost wight of It ia 
ostimated thab below this point 600,000 
saw loge nud a number of rafts of aquare 
timber are takew out and disposed of 
during the season.

About one half of mankind are constant 
ly on the lookout for an excuse to exempt 
them from doing their duty. This phase 
of human delinquency 18 confined to no one 
branch of business, nor to any particular 
Class of society, for it pervades all and has 
become achromic disense, affecting both 
rich and poor. If there is, however, any 
one class of people who suffer more than 
another from being afflicted with excuses, 
itis those who have land in which they 
might grow an abundaney of fruite, vege 
tables, and flowers. 

Th summer, when the flowers are puttin 
on their most brilliant colors, and the trees 
acd shrubs are loaded with frait, men will 
come to us and enquire whether they can 
safely plant this or that kind of fruit in the 
full, ond if we reply in the affirmative, they 
promise ro attend to the matter at the pro- 
per time ; but when August or September 
arrive they have some plausible excuse 
ready for not planting a bed of strawberries, 
October and Noyember pass, and. winter 
setsin, and no apple or pear trees have 
cither been purchased or planted, because 
they haye been informed that it will do 
just ds well to set them out in spring. 

In March it is too cold and the ground 
is too wet, April finds these men with 
other business on their hands, but in May 
they learn that itis really too lute for plant 
ing anything of the kind this season ; con- 
sequently another year of time is lost—a 


thing which money cannot replace. 

We dare not say how muny thousand 
fumilies are annually cheated out of an 
ubundant supply of good wholesome fruit 
by these dealers in excuses, They are often 
men with an abundance of means, and who 
might furnish their families everything in 
the way of fruits and flowers that could be 
desired, but procrastination, aided by ex~ 
cuses, has presented them from ever plant- 
ing a bed of strawberries. This is no 
funcied sketch, but a fact well known to 
every nursery man in this country. But it 
is really too late in the season for planting 
fruit-trees or ornamental plants? No ; for 
although it would haye been better to have 
planted them earlier, still the Ist of June 
would) be preferable to letting n year 
go by without making an effort to have a 
good garden, 

Lute planting requires a little more care 
and severe pruning. If the trees have 
leaves nearly developed in their full size, 
litt them carefully, and keep the roots 
moistand protected from the sun ; then 
cut off most of the branches, and there will 
be but little danger of loosing them. Straw- 
berries may be set out on any rainy day, 
and it the operation is performed with or- 
dinary care, there will not be the least dif- 


ticulty in making them live, and next year 
they will produce abundantly. Rasberries 
and blackberries may be pruned down to 
the ground, for it is only the root that 
should be preserved, even if planted early 
in the season. A little water may be need- 
ed when first set out, if the weather should 
prow dry; but even this extra trouble will 

e amply repaid by on extra amount of 
fruit next year. 

Nurserymen generally baye to do a great 
dewl of late planting, because they wait 
until all of their customers are supplied ; 
but they lose yery few plants in the opera- 
tion, because they prune severely, and 
watch their chances for cloudy or wet 
weather for this kind of work.

The Crow’s Value to the 

Farmer, 

Whatever wrong the crow commits 
against the cultivators of the soil, may by 
a little painstaken be materially lessened 
or wholly prevented. ‘The benefits he con 
fers are both numerous and important.— 
During the time he remains with us be 
destroys, so says no less authority than 
Wilson, “myriads of worms, moles, mice, 
caterpillars, grubs and beetles, Audubon 
also affirms that the crow deyours myriads 
of grubs every day of the year,—grubs 
which would lay waste the farmer's fields, 
and -destroye quadrupeds innumerable, 
every one of which is an enemy to his 
poultry and his flocks. Dr, Harris slso, 
one of the most faithful aud accurate ob 
servers, in speaking of the fearful ravages 
wrought in our grass-lands snd gardens by 
the grub of the May-beetles, adds his testi- 
mony to the great services rendered by the 
crow in keeping these pests in check. Yet 
here in Massachusetts, regardleas of such 
testimony in their favor, we have nearly ex 
terminated these birds, and the destructive 
grubs, having no longer thie active enemy 
fo restrict their growth, are year by year 
increasing with a fearful persistency, We 
have seen large furms, within an hour's 
ridu.of Boston, in which, over entire acres, 
the grass was so completely undermined 
and the roots eaten away, that the loosened 
turf could be rolled up easily as if it had 
been cut by the turing spade, In the same 
neighborhood whole fields of corn, potu- 
toes, and almost every kind of garden vege 
table, had been eaten at the root and dey 
troyed. Our more intelligent farmers, who, 
have carefully studled out the cause of this 
unusual insect growth, bave satiehed them 
selves that it is the legitimate result, the 
natural aud inevitable consequence, of our

$40 per ton, and the time to one quarter of 
that consumed at present. From Red 
River Settlement westward there is a nayi- 
gable water channel to the foot of the Rocky 
Mountains; while the natural surface of the 
prairies, for hundredg of milea, permits ot 
the easy passage of waggons.even without 
artificial road making. It appeara to me 
that the formal acquisition of thia North 
West Territory is the great question of the

North Hustings Agriculwural 
‘ Society. 


From the Madoc Mercury. 


A meeting of the members of this So- 
clety was held on Tuesday afternoon last at 
Garner's Hotel in Huntingdon, nine miles 
and # half from the Village of Madoc, on 
the Belleyillé road, for the purpose of 
meeting Professor Buckland, Becretary of 
the Board of Agriculture, who had- been 
deputed by the Commissioner, Hon. J. 
Carling to inquire into the nature and ex- 
tent of the difficulties existing in the So- 
ciety, as laid before the Department in a 
protest from members of the Socicty in 
the Township of Mudoc, with respect to 
certain proceedings at the annual meeting 
in January last. The meeting was held in 
theilarge room upstairs, and there was a 
numerous attendance: from Huntingdon 
and Rawdon, while Madoc and other rear 
townships were represented by just half a 
dozen members, 

Dr, Boorren, M. P. P., was called to the 
chair, and James Haggerty, Jr, Esq., was 
requested to act as Secretary. 

The Chairman briefly stated the object 
of the meeting, and introduced 

Professor BuckL AND, who, atter stating 
that it always gave him pleasure to meet 
the members of agricultural socicties, and 
that he had never been so far back 
of Belleville before, although he was well 
acquainted with the western part of the 
Province, proceeded to say that in conse 
quence of illness, the Commissioner had 
been precluded from sooner sttending to 
the difficulties, concerning which they 
were met together that day. TheCommis 
sioner thought; and with great propriety, 
tbat we should doal}l we could to concili- 
ate, rather than take measures of law to 
redress these difficulties ; and he (Prof. B.) 
therefore came as a pacificator, rather than 
asa judge. He felt the necessity of an 
Agricultural Society here, from what he 
had seen of the capabilities of the North 
Riding ; the chairman, since his arrival, 
having taken him over a good deal of it. 
He saw we had some natural difficulties to 
contend with ; there was much stone on the 
land ; but there was also a considerable 
area of arable land, In sgriculture, as in 
everything else, it was not most desirable 
to have everything of the most favorable 
character; difficulties helped to develop 
churacter and stimulated man to overcome 
obstacles, He would carefully consider the 
statements that would be made, aod le 
hoped in a fwir and straightforward man- 
ner, if practicable, to overcome the exist- 
ing difficulties, that the full benefit aod 
working of bie society might be secured, 
The Commissioner was very anxious to 
promote the interests he has in charge, and 
it would be tir more consonant with his 
feelings to restore” unanimity, than 
that law should be resorted to, which 
would give a check to the society, and 
perhaps result in there being no society at 
all.

line of machinery employed for farm work, 
Mowing and raking were literally manuel 
Jabor ; planting, was done by the hoe and 
the hand, and the cultivator and scarifer 
were unknown ; hay was lifted solely by 
the fork, and when put into the bara, it 
must be raised with arm-power to high 
scaffolds; haryesting of all kinds was 
done in a similarly laborious mano the 
threshing of grain knew no machine but 
the flail, and huge piles of wood ylelded 
to no force but tho axe, in the reluctant 
hands of farmers’ sons. These processes 
added tothe expense and labor of produc- 
ing. The prices, too were less remunera 
tive than now, and the compensation 
received for pork or beet, for grain or 
potatoes, for wood or hay, was too often in 
goods from the villuge store, the trader 
determining the price of the article pur- 
chased, as well as of those which he 
sold, 

Then, too, but little was understood of 
the soil and its treatment. Heavy loads of 
manure were yearly drawn from the cattle 
yards and hog-pens, spread upon the sur 
face and turned under the sod, or placed 
in the hill at planting time, with no cer- 
tainty on the laborer's part of its fitness for 
the seed it was designed to nourish into & 
harvest, 

The farmers’ sons and daughters attended 
their six weeks’ winter schools, and, at an 
early age, an equal period in the summer. 
This wasthe sum of their educational 
facilities,and such as these were the induce- 
ments to remain on tho farm, 

Icis no wonder with such obstacles in 
the farmer's path; and with so little to 
encourage them to cultivate the soil, that 
their sons should seek the shop for a trade, 
the city for employment that would bring 


speculation, that they might escape the 
triald and restraint ofrural life. The coun- 
try was drained of its young men. They 
filled manutacturing villages; they sought 


the West,the sunny clime of the South,aud 
the unwrought soil of the Pacific coast, 
But this is the record of a former period 
—of a day to be remembered but not re- 
stored, Now, the sons of farmers receive 
an education in the schools, and in the 
duily pursuits of active lite; they under- 
stand the nature of the lands they till; they 
apply the fertilizers required ; they employ 
mechanical power and labor of beasts to 
accomplish the severer processes of the 
farm, With the present facilities for agri~ 
cultural pursuits, there is a pleasure as well 
asa profit in the work, All the products 
of the farm command s remunerating price, 
aud are sought at the producer's door, 
Now, then, is the time tor the farmer to

How to BKaise Turnips 

There ave several difficulties in the way 
of rnising ‘n satisfactory crop of turnipa, 
some of which ure poor aoil, poor seed, in 
judicious uiavagement in many respects, 
nnd noxious weeds. All these things taken 
together effectually prevent nv great muny 
of the tillers of the soil from ratsing « fair 
crop of turnips, With skilful manuge 
ment, from five to eight luodred bushels 
of good turnips may be raised per acre at 
un expense of a few dollars, But wrong 
management, Which line encouraged a lux 
urlant growth of noxious weeds rather thao 
turnips, bas exerted guch a disheartening 
influence, Mat the experiment of raising 
flold turnips bas often been abandoned be 
fore a fair trlal bas been given, Although 
mellow aod clean ground ta dealrable, still 
a farmer is often required to cultivate a 
heavy undoloddy soil, which is full of sveda 
of noxtous weeda, Now, unless the man 
agement Js judicious, the expense of raising 
only alighterop of turnips on such land | 
will exceed the value of all the products 
aw weedlug, weeding, Weepino, will be re 
quired fortwo or three months, Aad even 
theo hall the turaipe will nor be linger than 
a man’s Wrist, Whereas, had the manage | 
ment danny the former part of the growing 
season Heon io accordance with the require 
ments of A crop of turnips, the product 
would baye been twice as large, with half 
tlie manual labor, :

Hence grass should be 
cut early togave juices,and grain if cut in 
in the dough state, will mature its seed from 
the julce in the stalk.

Crop Prospects, 


The news frou across the Atlantic is nut 
atall calculated to lead to hopes of any 
firmer prices in produce than those which 
liave prevailed for some time past. In 
England appearances are encouraging, and 
there is the promise af abundant grain, as 
wellas green crops. In France the wheat 
looks favorable ; and, the Pall Mall Gazette 
very truly remarks that “ when bread is 
plentiful in France it is cheap in Europe.” 
‘The large sums which of late years bave 
been paid for Hungarian wheat are said 
to have given a stiniulus to agriculture in 
Huogary, so that deliveries from that coun- 
try are expected to continue large, The 
extension of railway communication to 
Russia will also tend to throw on the world’s 
market » much larger supply from that 
country than bas hitherto been effered. And 
the abolition of the 1s duty in the United 
Kingdom will probably tend to reduce 
prices there by 1s per quarter, News from 
the States, both agregards wheat and cora, 
was never better then at present, and that 
from our own country seems almost equally 
encouraging. A continuance of cheap 
bread would, therefore, seem to be almost 
@ certainty.

Surgeons to a battalion’ These papers 
spoke for themselves, and no medical man 
having any respect for himself, would sub- 
mit to such av indignity, nor should they 
be subjected to it, (Hear, hear.) The 
salaries paid to Brigade Majors did not 
appear in the estimates, but upon 
turning to the public accounts it would be 
seen that $18,882 had been paid in 1868, 
to seven of these officers, making $2,697 
each, which he supposed included allow 
ances, contingencies, etc, which no one 
could find out by the accounts as published 
The hon. member for Cornwall, and Atty.

Hiow to Ripe omatoes Larly. 


First, have stout, tapering plants, by giv:

period, from above the junction of these 
leaves with stem, start out secondary stems, 
with the same habit asthe original, These 
continue to multiply themselves until you 
have a large vino, and plenty of small green 
fruit, neaessarily late in ripe the 
son that force of the plant has boen spending 
in producing vine, Do not wait thus lon 
and think to remedy the matter by slash 
off the vine at random, to'let in sunlight, as 
isa common practice, begin with the plant 
in time, and train it to suit you. ‘The time 
to begin trimmjng is just when the first 
cluster of flower buds begin to appear. ‘I'bis 
will generally be at the junction of the fur 
ther fifth leaf mentioned, At this time second. 
ary stems will be aeen above the junction of 
all the leaves below. Here begin your work. 
Pinch them all off at once, and when they 
Sturt Out again as they will, pinch off again 
until you conquer, You linve now stopped 
the making o! vine below this cluster of 
flower buds and all the strength and juices 
ofthe plant are sent upwards pushing for- 
ward the cluster of flowers and the secondary 
stems above, Alter alittle commence your 
work aboye, and pinch off all these secondary 
stems, except enough to leave five or six 
clusters of fruit, . Your yine so long as you 
continue to pinch off these stems, ie checked 
both top and bottom. Keep it tied upto a 
strong stake, and ia due time your vine will 
be almost completely hidden by « mass/of 
ripe fruit, all in the sualight—Rural New 
Yorker.
